“Treatment of. Silk 
- Articles,” 


Silk articles can bo bost washed 
in potato. water... Allow one largo 
potate to ench pint of liquid re 
quired, and grate them into tho 
cold water, After all ‘the acdiment 
has settled, sprain off the clear 
liquid and swirl the silk about . in 
solution. Do not wring tho 
garment, but hang it up to drip. 

Tron moat. silks on the wrong sides 
ironing - on’ the right — side’ 
makes the silk too — xlossy. 
Artificial silky must. always be 
‘roned before they are dry; . they 
cannot be damped down — succens- 
fully. For. silks, never have your 
iron really hot, let it be just wart 
enough tu smooth out the creases, 

Velvets, and chiffuns can be re- 
novated by ‘being hung in the 
steamy mtimusphere of a bathroom 
or a Wash-house. - Steam ia good 
for almost all fabrics, and woollen 
garments, well brushed, then 
steamed and pressed, will darn out 
wonderfully fresh. |” 

A gum. solution is splendid — for 
Jessening: the labour of: washing 
woollen materials, Such a sulution 
ig mado as follows: 

Put four ounces of guu-urabic in 
an ald pan with two pints of water 


and heat until the gum melts, 
stirring frequently. the ‘while. 
Strain this through a piece of 


muslin into two gallons of hot water 
in which. an ounce of shredded suap 
has heen dissolved. ; Bo 

Wash the’ material by simply 
kneading and swirling itcin + this 
solution, then rinse in clear, tepid 
water, taking care not to wring the 
fabric. ’ 

An easy and effective way to clean 
ratin slippers is to sponge them 
well with petrol, and let them dry 
in the open ‘air, . 

To remove ink ‘stains from white 
fabrics—cover the mark liberally, 
before washing, with fresh-mixed 
mustard, let it soak in, then wash 
and boil in the usual’ way. 

A recently made ink stain. can 
be removed by rubbing it with half 
of a ripe tomate. Another way is 
to squeeze lemon juice on. to the, 
stain; then rnb with yellow soap 
nad rinse in tepid water, — Salts
